JEWISH COLONISATION IN PALESTINE, 
THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin,—I have read with much interest. your leading articles on the Jewish 
agricultural colonies Palestine. Having personally inspected the three 
refugee colonies and gathered all available information regarding the attempts 
made by indigenous Jews in the same direction, [ have not the slightest hesita- 
tion in saying, that, humanly speaking, their success is assured, provided properly 
organised assistance is forthcoming. It is from the total want of eflicient 
organisation that the state of the Jews of the Holy Land is, at the 
present day, a discredit to Judaism. In vain has European Jewish charity con 
tributed annually large sums for the benefit of Palestine ; like water poured 
into a sieve, there is little to show, however much is emptied into it. Tf we except 
the Alliance Israélite Schools and a few other institutions, the money expended 
for so-called charitable objects in the Holy Land has produced more evil than 
good, This fact is so patent to the world, that T cannot wonder at the Jews of 
Western Europe and of America, looking with suspicion at any scheme which 
requires monetary ald in Palestine. 
The present is a critical moment in the history of Judaism in Syria, The- 
opposition of the bigoted has been considerably weakened and the party of Pro- 
ress is silently bat surely making a steady advance. The Alliance Israelite and 
its kindred asseciations are doing good work in the East, and by means of schools 
are gradually undermining the strongholds of superstition. The newly formed 
colonies of refugees are already exerting a favourable inthhence on the indigenous 
Jews, for, in the citadels of the Chaluka, in the four Holy cities, many native 
Jews, fired with emulation, are anxiously seeking means wherewith to start 
ultural colonies, to ean their OW] livelrhood ly the sweit of their 
brows. For the first time, in the very centres of so-called orthodoxy we see a 
strong and daily increasing desire arising to burst the bonds of sloth and depend- 
ence. Etanust be aamatter of impossibility. for any dew, worthy of the name, 
to view this withinditference. Tt should be borne im mind that from 
various Ganses there has been, daring the last few vears, a considerable increase 
inthe Jewieh population of the Holy Land, and that the influx is by iieans 
Lkely te wane. Should the new spirit that tis now animating so large a niumber 
of the dows he quenched for want of assistance, the results will be simply dis- 
asfrous.

The CuatrMan, who was loudly cheered, then addressed the assemblage. Ife said that 
nearly all his hearers were acquainted with the work and constitution of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, which, he ventured to say, was one of the most useful and thriving of the 
many Jewish institutions in the Metropolis. Ie said this, because from a small com- 
mencement it had grown to be a most important and substantial body, which endeavoured 
to organise and stimulate charity, and. to direct it into a proper channel. Its chief aim 
was to permanently assist the poor out of the difficulties into which they had fallen, and 
thus to teach them to te useful to themselves and their fellow-men. Ile was rejoiced to 
think that Mr. Lionel L. Cohen was the active and energetic president—(cheers)—of the 
institution which he co well directed. It was not his object to go through the varied work 
performed by the Board ; but he would especially direct attention to the vast amount of 
useful work perfirmed by the Industrial Committee during the four years of its existence. 
Sir Julian Goldsmid, after referring to the report of the Industrial Committee of the Board 
‘a summary of which has already appeared in tbis journal), continued :—In the past three 
years the work of theccmmittee had increased tenfold on that of the first year of its exist- 
ence. When one considered the advantages which this committee conferred, not only on 
Jewish boys and girls, but also on the Jewish community generally, the importance of the 
committee would be fully acknowledged. On many occasions it kad been a reproach to 
the Jews that they were only able to devote themselves to three or four trades. They had 
been stigmatised as money-lenders and dealers in old clothes ; but those wh» looked at the 
list of trades enumerated in the report, would see how unfair and unkind such a charge 
would be at the present day. From the specimens of work exhibited that day it wa 
proved that the Jews possessed talents which justified their application to any branch of 
industry.

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“THE LAST ACT IN THE TISZA-ESZLAR TRAGEDY. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.} 


| 24 June, 1883, 
Wyorver heard the speech with which the Public Prosecutor, Dr, Szeyffert, 
opened the final trial of the prievacrs indicted on account of what is known as 
eho Tisza-Eszlar Blood Accusation, _iiust have been astonished at the remark- 
able character of this cause célebre. That the Public Prosecutor sliould deliver 
an address for the defence is so unusual that one might well ask, “* What ground, 


then, did there exist for making the charge ? " The answer is simple enough. 
The chief legal representative of the Hungarian Government was desirous of 
wfording 2n opportunity to bring the truth to light, and for this reason he per- 
ejsted in bis demand for a public trial, The veil has at length been withdrawn 
from the fabric of lies and intrigues which was built up piece by piece during 
the past thirtgen months by an entire staff of officials ; and before the eyes of 
te world there is now being solved a puzzle, which its authors had hitherto 
striven to make even more impenetrable, | 

“Why has the prison at Nyiregyhaza been filled for more than twelve months 
with several Jewish fathers of families 7? Why do grief and anxicty’fill the 
ninds of entire Jewish populations not onlyin the now but too notorious town 
of Tisza-Eszlar, but even in places far distant from that hitherto almost un- 
known spot? On the Ist of April, 1882, the Saturday before the Jewish Pas- 
sover, Esther Solymosi, a Christian girl, fourteen years old, disappeared from 


we 


Tisza-Eszlar. Her mistress, Frau Huri, had sent her to a neighbouring village | 


to purchase some paint; but she never returned from hv errand. On the 
evening of the same day the sma'l Jewish congregation in the town held an 
election for the offices of Reader and Shochet, among the candidates being three 
ysrsons who had come thither from neighbouring localities. Josef Scharf, the 
headle of the Synagogue, on meeting the mother of Esther solymosi, learnt 
from her the fact of the girl’s disappearance, and in bis efforts to comfort and 
reassure her, he said, “ Esther will surely come to light again. 1 recall to mind 
a similar incident which occurred in my early youth, when a girl disappeared 
from Hajdu-Vanas. Not only was the girl given up for lost. but it was even 
whispered that she liad been murdered by the Jews, She, however, turned 
up not long afterwards alive and well. he same will be the case with your 
daughter. 

Josef Scharf has two sons, Sanin, four years, and Moritz, fourteen years 
old, Soon after Esther Solymosts disappearance a report spread in the town 
to the effect that little Samu had declared to have seen bis father and brother 
killing the Christian girl. It was not till some tiine afterwards that the 
authorities took the matter in hand. and the Viee-Notary Bary appeared. on 
the scene. At the preliminary hearing, the elder boy emphatically stated that 
ho was ignorant of the cause of the girl’s disappearance. Bary, however, gave 
the boy over .to the charge of a commissary of police, the notorious Reesky, 
and ata late hour of the meht, Moritz Scharf had become so terrified that he 
dictated his deposition, in which he asserted that Esther had been killed by 
four Jewish Shochetim in the forecourt of the Synagogue after the termina- 
tion of the morning service, and that her blood had been caught in a vessel. 
He had been an eye-witness of the crimg by looking through the key-hole for 
upwards of three-quarters of an hour, On the 19th of June, the River Theiss,

Tue judicial inquiry into the charge of murdering a Christian girl brought 


against some Jews at Tisza-szlar, in Hungary, has called the attention of 


all the world to a remarkable charge which has been brought against Jews 


at various intervals ever since the time of the Crusades. They have been 
accused of using Christian blood “ for ritual purposes” in connection with 
the Passover service, The charge has been one of the most persistent 
“survivals ” of medixyal. Polk Lore, and has even been admitted into the 
act of accusetion at the trial now proceeding in Hungary. It 1s scarcel¥ 
likely that that trial will add to the many hundreds of victims which thus 
pernicious superstition has immolated in the past. But all aceounts agre@ — 


in asserting that, whatever be the result of the trial, the popular beliet will 


remain undiminished, and may lead to as disastrous results in the near 

The very persistence of the charge has led some observers to conclude 
that there must be some foundation for it. The popular fallacy of the 
necessity of fire to produce the smoke of scandal has made a few think that 


| there must be “ something in it.” One English paper, noted for its anti- 


Jewish paragraphs, has even ventured to assert, without the slightest tittle 
of evidence, that there may possibly be some Cabbalistie sect among the Jews, 
akin to the Thugs of Hinduism, who consider that the memorial meal of the 
Passover is sanctified by the use of human gore in the food that is to be 
tasted by the wife and little ones, and. by the “ stranger within the gates.” 
The same journal declares that it has never seen either a reasonable explana- 
tion of the charge or of the persistent popular belief in it, We purpose 
taking up this challenge of the Spectator, and attempting to solve this . 
curious historical problem that has had such disastrous effects. 

Looking back at the history of the charge we find it arising at the 
period in European history when a yast religious movement amons the 
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European populace brought ume special prominence the religious antagonism | 
of Jew and Christian. © The Crusades may have brought great advantages to 
Europe by reopening communion between East and West, by rousing the 
opular imagination around an ideal object and helping to give a common 
ain to all the nations of Christendom. yut to the Jews they brought only 
anmixed evil. By raising religious differences into prominence, they retarded 
the progress of amalgamation which had then more than commenced and 
threw the Jews into that ghetto of public scorn and hatred whence they have 
hardly yet emerged in some countries, The Crusades eave rise to the ery 
at Hep! Hep !—said by some to bo formed of the initials of Hivrosolyma est 
orditu—and gave rise likewise to dreadful seenes in whieh that ery Was 
mingled with the death shrieks of Innocent vietims of popular rage, And 
as even the passions of the mob require some  self-justitication, these very 
outbreaks gave rise to a number of charges against the Jews, most of which 
have lingered on till the present day. Poisoning wells, Insulting the * host,” 
mixing poison with the sacramental wine, the use of magie—all these serve 
as excuses for émeufes and have often resulted in judicial murders at the 
stake and by torture. Together with these, though ce necessitate less 
frequently than the other charges as being confined to a particular season, 
there arose the charge that any youth oy maiden who had disappeared at oor 
near Easter had been murdered by Jews ‘for ritual purposes,” 


The circumstance which probably first suggested the cha ree, and has 
lent it plausibility ever since, is the quasi-secrecy of the family service which forms 
the principal ceremony connected with the celebration of Passover, Judaism 
iz above all others a religion of the home ; and the most peculiarly Jewish 
home-festival is the memorial meal which is held within the family circle on 
the first two nights of the Passover, In commemoration of the Exodus a 
charred hone, representing the Paschal Lamb, is placed upon the dish, and 
each person drinks during the evening four cups of blood-red wine, which 
tradition suggests to be typical of the plague of blood,

While Christians were persecuted they were likewise 
compelled to hold the Easter rites in secrecy and the earliest Christian 
apologists of the first two centuries, like Justis and 
were obliged to defend Christianity from the charge of holding “ Thyestian 
Janquets at aster, Thus eight centuries before it was applied to Jews, 
the charge of using human blood “ for ritual purposes ” 
urged acainst Christians by pagan writers, and the “ fire and smoke” argu- 
ment might be equally well, or rather equally badly, retorted on the early 
Christians, especially as one Chiristian sect, the Mandans, have charged the 
crime to the remainder of Christendom in their sacred books. In both eases 
the necessary seclusion of the customary ceremonies of Passover and Easter 
gave rise to the Impression that some horrible rites that shunned human gaze 
formed part of the religious ceremony, vt 


So much for the “smoke” of the charge. We must seek for the

At the period of the Crusades and ever since, hatred of the Jews was 
sutticiently intense at all periods of the year, They were regarded by the 
populace as something infra-human, as an incarnation of all the sin that 
U hristianity opposed, as the very Anti-Christ.
